Som e of our ginner friends have sent out letters stating that be­ 
cause of depressed crop conditions, they wished to co-operate with 
their farm er friends to the extent that they w ere going to pay a cash 
dividend of $2.00 per bale on each bale ginned with them the rest 
of the season.

begin to draw dividends w hen the gin indebtedness is all retired. 


A s you m editate upon the above rem arks we hope you will 
not over look the fact that this is your gin, my gin, and our gin,” and 
all of the earnings that are derived from ginning cotton is figured on 
a per bale basis and returned to each m em ber according to his con­ 
tributions either in cash or gin stock— thus m ore bales m ore divi­ 
dends. 


W e than k each of you for yo ur loyalty, and cooperation and 
trust that you will still co-operate and join us as we strive to serve 
you and m ake our gin second to none.
